mon practice for examining attor- 
neys to test the credibility of wit- 
nesses. A barrister seeks to prove 
the accuracy or imaccuracy of state- 
ments from a person giving testi- 
mony 

The purpose of the procedure is 
‘obvious. If a witness is shown to be 
deliberately falsifying one part of his 
evidence, question is immediately 
raised over the honesty of the rest 
of it 

Much the same test is being ap- 
plied by the public nowadavs to the 
statements of public men. The tech- 
nique of the “Big Lie” is being 
probed. Its sustained value is being 
challenged. 

The “Big Lie” or even the half- 
truth has an inimediate effect It 
creates an impression damaging to 
someone else or temporarily advan- 
tageous to the person or movement 
on whose behalf it is told’ ‘The cor- 
rection seldom catches up to the orig- 
inal false statement Some abiding 
harm is often done to the victim, but 
the source from which the untruth 
comes does not escape unsuliied. 
Caught in the lie, the teller loses 
credibility. By repetition he becomes 
a person considered devoid of moral 
worth and totally unfit for the confi- 
dence of honorable menor honorable 
society
